His 
condition earlier in the morning hail 
been announced by Carlisle hospital 
authorities as 
“slightly 
improved.” 
A few’ hours later the young student 
passed away. 
Mr. Rice had gone to Harrisburg 
Sunday afternoon to visit his brother, 
P. B. S. Rice, accompanied by Walter 
Ii. Eyrich, freshman at college. 
Im­ 
mediately after dinner Sunday even­ 
ing, the tw’o young men motored to 
Carlisle in Mr. Rice’s “Spider” road­ 
ster, where they visited a Dickinson 
College 
fraternity. 
Shortly 
after 
eight o’clock, the two students start­ 
ed for Gettysburg. 
They had reached 
i Mt. .Holly Springs when the fatal ac­ 
cident happened. 
Mistakes Road 
: 
Rice, driving the machine, mistook 
a gap in the fence for the road, where 
the highway turns sharply to the left, 
after crossing the railway tracks. The 
car plunged down the 25-foot em­ 
bankment, turning upside down and 
pinning both 
occupants underneath. 
Eyrich, still conscious, was unable to 
extricate himself from underneath the 
car, until a passing motorist lifted 
the light machine off of his body. 
Rice, unconscious, was rushed to tho 
Carlisle hospital with Eyrich, where 
medical attention was administered. 
Eyrich suffered a severe laceration* 
of the right knee that required eight: 
stitches to cloine.

Early 
Tuesday morning hospital authorities

out for a probable recovery. 
He was rational at times, emerging 
from his unconscious state at periods, 
only to relapse into a stat© of coma. 
Hospital authorities continued to ad­ 
minister medical attention in a. vain 
hope to save the young 
man’s 
life. 
They were given new’ impetus when 
the injured youth seemed to regain 
consciousness at periods. 
At 
ten 
o’clock this morning, hospital authori­ 
ties were hopeful, announcing that a 
“slight improvement” was noted. 
Shortly afterward a change for thd 
worse was noted and before noon ha 
had passed away. 
The young student was a sophomore!

TAKING CENSUS 


ON ADAMS FARMS 


Details of Getting Information 
Concerning Hog: Production 
And 
Crop Acreage 
Explained. 


Since there is misunderstanding on 
th a part of some farmers in this lo­ 
cality as to the usefulness of the in­ 
formation as to 
hog production and 
crop acreages, obtained from the cards 
distributed by the 
rural 
mail 
car­ 
riers, Postmaster R. C. Miller, of Get­ 
tysburg, has requested the Gettysburg 
Times to publish tho following state­ 
ment 
furnished 
him by the United 
States department of agriculture: 
“These surveys are made with the 
help of the rural carriers, who either 
distribute the cards to a certain num- 
br r of farmers 
along their routes, 
w :th the request that these be filled 
out, or the carrier 
fills out the card 
himself by interviewing the farmer. 
Tile carrier is instructed to get in­ 
formation from farms which will give 
a good average picture or sample of 
farm s on 
his 
route, preferably by 
taking all of the farms along a part 
of his route, big and little, good and 
poor, owmed and rented. 
“If a fair sample of all farms is 
returned in each 
state, figures 
for 
these farms should 
showr the same 
changes as all farms. It is impossible 
to take an actual census enumeration 
of all farms each year, so changes in 
production and acreage each year must 
bo estimated from samples. The near­ 
er these samples are to being exact, 
the more correct will be th e -estimates. 
Balanced Production 
“The need and value of such infor­ 
mation for individual farmers and ag­ 
riculture in general hardly need be 
stressed. 
Without dependable infor­ 
mation as to actual 
production 
and

stock and crops more balanced pro­ 
duction and better market distribu­ 
tion are impossible. 
“The department of agriculture is 
the best qualified agency to undertake 
such work, but the accuracy of its 
estimates depends upon the accuracy 
of the returns made by farmers. 
“The beneficial effects that such in­ 
formation may have 
upon 
price is 
shown by the level of hog prices dur­ 
ing the winter of 1924-25 compared 
with the previous winter. The pig sur­ 
veys of June 
and 
December 
1924 
showed a decided decrease in hog pro­ 
duction in 1924 compared with 1923. 
Marketings, however, during the win­ 
ter from the 1924 crop were almost as 
large as the previous winter, and in 
December 
and 
January 
were 
the 
highest on record. 
In spite of these 
heavy marketings, hog 
prices 
were 
from $2.00 to $3.00 per hundred higher 
than during the winter before. 
The 
heavy marketings were rightly inter­ 
preted as being an early marketing of 
a smaller number of hogs caused by 
a short corn crop and not as indicat­ 
ing a correspondingly larger number 
of hogs. 
“But. unless these estimates can be 
kept dependable the trade will dis­ 


regard them and will be guided either,
